President McKinley and 
Advisers. Meet. 


Foreign Relations and Union 
Pacific Affairs, 


Details of the Government’s 
Plan Arranged. 


Spanish Crisis and Rear-Admiral 
Beardslee on Conditions in Ha- 
waii—He Finds no Real Opposi- 
tion to Annexation. 


. [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The first 
meeting of the Cabinet since the return 
of the President from Massachusetts 
was held today, and was attended by 
every member except Secretary Gage, 
who is not in Washingtcn. Foreign 
affairs occupied the greater portion 
of the time given up to discussion, 
though prosecution of the govern- 
ment’s.case against the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company also came in for a 
good deal of consideration. Indeed, it is 
said that the only action in the Cab- 
inet today was in the interest of clos- 
ing this issue, and it can be stated that 
the details of the plan of the govern- 
ment have been arranged at last. 

The Spanish crisis attracted much 
attention, and was discussed at some 
For some reason Minister 
Woodford has still left his govern- 
ment officially unadvised of the recent 
happenings in Madrid, and nothing 
has been heard from him since his in- 
terview with the Duke of Tetuan, the 


‘Spanish Minister of Foreign Affairs 


in the last Cabinet. This fact com- 
pelled a reliance upon the newspaper 
reports of the recent important events 
in Spain. 

The conditions of Hawaii, as revealed 
to Admiral Beardslee were talked of, 
and with evident satisfaction the Cab- 
inet received the admiral’s statement 
that in all his stay in Hawaiian waters 
his relations with the Japanese officials, 
on shore and on the cruiser Naniwa, 
were of the most pleasant nature.

Substance of the Note Presented by 
Gen. Woodford.

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—A Washington 
special to the Times-Herald says: 

“It is now possible for the Times- 
Herald to give, not the exact text of 
the famous Woodford note to Spain, 
but a fair statement of its substance. 
This now-celebrated and much-dis- 
cussed document simply expresses on 
the part of the United States the hope 
that the war will be brought to a close 
as speedily as possible, but ‘there is no 
date fixed when the consummation is 
to be reached; and the interests of 
Spain no less than the interests of the 
United States, the interests of human- 
ity and the interests of the world at 
large are reasons why the war should 
be ended with the least possible delay. 

“And with that in view, acting as a 
friend of Spain, because of the great 
stake which the United States has in 
Cuba, financially and otherwise, be- 
cause of the annoyance to which the

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Clark E. 
‘K. Royce, who committed suicide today 
at the Grand Union Hotel, New York, 
is well known here on account of his 
previous attempts to take his life in 
this city. He was formerly secretary 
and treasurer of the California Vet- 
erans’ Home Association, but a short- 
age of over $2000 being discovered in 
his accounts he was discharged and 
indicted for felony embezzlement. 

While the investigation was pending, 
Royce registered at the Burlington Ho- 
tel here under an assumed name and 
tried to, commit suicide by shooting 
himself in the head. He recovered, 
however, and stood trial for the defal- 
cation, but was acquitted upon a tech- 
nicality. Some months later he again 
attempted suicide by inhaling gas in 
a room at the Grand Hotel, but was 
again unsuccessful. He then disap- 
peared, and has not since been heard 
of until today. 


GRANTING OF FRANCHISES. 


Thoughtful Remarks on the Subject 
by ex-President Harrison, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPCRT.] 

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Former Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison is quoted in 
an interview on municipal politics in 
the World as saying: 

“Of special importance are the safe- 
guards to be thrown about the grant- 
ing of franchises to the promoters of 
great schemes for the public service. 
In this respect, there are valued lessons 
to be learned from later foreign experi- 
ments. Some of the principal cities of 
Scotland have assumed each the con- 
trol of its street-railway systems and 
its lighting plants, as well as its water- 
works. The results of this public own- 
ership of great public enterprises have 
been exceedingly satisfactory and in- 
structive. I am inclined to consider 
municipal ownership as the best means 
to secure to the people the cheapest 
and best service. 

“Of course, the effects of competition 
between private @ntérprises are not to 
be lost sight of as far as they increase 
quality and lower prices. But the usual 
methods of selling franchises outright 
or in receiving for them a royalty sel- 
dom gives to the people more than a 
tithe of what the people themselves 
later return. The bigger the price, the 
larger the royalty and the greater the 
cost of a ride or a gas jet. It is a spe- 
cies of tax.”’

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 1.—Today was 
again something of a record-breaker 
in the matter of new cases. They 
cropped up in all directions, but up 
to 6 o’clock the death rate was still 
low. The fever is rapidly spreading 
in many directions, but the large ma- 
jority of cases are proving to be of a 
harmless type. The weather is warm, 
and the conditions. excellent for new 
cases, but the death rate has fallen 
considerably below that of 1878. Two 
deaths were reported today, and twen- 
ty-five new cases. The authorities 
continue to keep the water-works plugs 
open, and every gutter is filled with 
running water. 

The fever here has, of course, not 
been declared epidemic, and for that 
reason physicians are disinclined to re- 
port yellow fever. A number of doc- 
tors said tonight in a formal protest, 
that if their names are reported in 
connection with yellow-fever cases their 
practice would suffer. Nobody would 
send for them if they have Thera 
to do with yellow-fever cases.

EL RENO (I. T.,) Oct. 1—Bandits 
robbed the south-bound Rock Island 
passenger train and all its passengers 
at 11 o’clock this forenoon at siding Na 
1, about five ‘miles south of Minco, ig 
the Indian Territory. 
The place is uninhabited, and the 
only persons in the vicinity at the time - 
were four section men. These section 
men flagged the train, the five masked 
robbers having compelled them to. do 
so. The bandits were hidden at the 
time in a brush pile, and jumped out 
as soon as the passenger train — had 
taken the siding. 
Under the pressure of Winchesters . 
and six-shooters, the train men, ex- 


press messenger and all of the score or 


more of passengers were made to climb» 
down from the train and stand ina 
line, hands up, on the prairie aloftig the 
railway. While three of the robbers 
covered the badly-frightened crowd 
with their guns, the other two coolly 
and carefully robbed them, passing 
from one male passenger to another 


about $300 in cash and such other valu- 
ables in the way of watches, pins: and 
jewelry as were in sight. 

The few women passengers were not 
compelled to give up their valuables. 
Jim Wright of Minco showed a disposi- 
tion to resist when the bandits ordered. 
‘hands up.” They shot one of his ears: 
off to prove to his satisfaction that: his 
bravery was. ill-advised. Wright's 
hands then went up. No one cd was 
injured. 

The robbers-turned their attention. to 
thé express and weil coaches. The 
istered. mail pouches were quick! 
rifled, but the through safe in the ex- 
press car resisted all the force and in~: 
genuity of the road agents, although 
battered with dynamite. Having taken 
forcible possession of everything they 
could carry away, the bandits mounted 
their horses and rode off. toward’ the 
west. 

The train proceeded to Chickasaw, 
where a posse of citizens was hurriedly . 
formed. It is hardly possible that the 
bandits can be overtaken in the prairie 
country, and the} will probably be able 
to reach the Wichita Mountains to the, 
west of the Scene of the hold-up. Offi- 
cers here believe .the gang to. be. the 
same one that held up Santa Fé trains 
at Edmunds twice during last month. +

THAT NAVAL AVAL FORCE. 


Canadians Onseek® te to Having the 
Yantie on the Lakes, 
{ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

TORONTO (Ont.,) Oct. 1—The Mail 
and Empire, in an editorial article, 
says: 

“In 1817 the United States proposed 
to Great Britain that a naval force be 
maintained on the lakes by each gov- — 
ernment, confined to the following ves- 
sels: On Lake Ontaria, one vessel, not 
exceeding a hundred tons burden, and 
armed with one eighteen-pound can- 
nen; on the-upper lakes, two such vese _ 
sels, similarly armed; on Lake Chame 
plain, one vessel. 

“It was further proposed that all 
other armed vessels should be disman- 
tled, and that no further vessels of war 
should be built or armed-on the lakes. 
To all this, Her Majesty’s government 

agreed. Now the United States is send- 
ing to the upper lakes the warship 
Yantic, of 900 tons, as a training vessel. 
She is not to be armed when she passes 
through the canals, as that would vio- 
late the agreement, but a rapid-firing 
battery is to be plated on board of her 
at Erie, Pa. The atténtion of the gov- 
ernment at Ottawa is directed: to these 
facts. .We have no war vessels on the 
lakes and do not want them. Why 
should the international] agreement be 
broken by the United States?”

INTERETING FACTS. 


Food and Health Questions 
Dawson City. . 
[BY THE TIMBS’ SPECIAL WIRE.] 

UNALASKA Sept, 22,—(Via steamer 
North Fark to Tacoma,) Oct, 1—[Special 
Dispatch.} Prof. P. C: Richardson of 
Seattle is among the returning pas- 
sengers on the North Fork, and he 
brings some interesting facts from the 
Kiondyke district. He left Puget 
Sound on the 25th of July, going over 
the pass from Dyea and reaching 
Dawson City August 12, There he re- 
mained six days, and took ‘the steamer 
Bella for St. Michaels, reaching there 
August 25, just a month after leaving 
Seattle. 

Dawson City August 12, he found a 
gamp of nearly six hundred tents, and 
possibly a hundred cabins in course of 
construction. Very little preparations 
for winter were being made, most of 
the people failing to appreciate the 
rigorous weather they must undergo. 
4n ‘the city: nearly everyone;seemed -to 
be employed; money was plentiful, but 
feeling that; owing to the scarcity of 
provisions, great: destitution afid suf- 
fering must prevail during the coming 
winter. 

the opinion of Richardson the 
food ‘problem ‘at Dawson is but one. 
df two serious Coriditions ‘that will 
ist there. The health 6f the people is 
the other. Dawson itself is built on a 
swamp, at the mouth of the Klondyke 
River, which in winter is frozen solid, 
and in summer is thawed to a: depth 
of about a foot. No provision. has been 
made for’ drainage. There are few if 
any outhouses, and all. offal is dumped 
&t ‘the~back doors or in thé ‘streets, 
and when the warm sun of May and 
June ‘comes out téms “inevitable 
that disease should rage. Already, dur- 
ing the months of July and August, 
there were fifteen deaths from typhoid 
féver. The quality of food which the 
more fortunate ones haye been able to 
procufe in sufficient quantities is such 
that it will leave its mark. Scurvy has 
resulted in many cases, and men, 
weakened from its effects greatly, leave 
the country for a season to recuperate 
their bodily strength. |. ~ 

Richardson is ofthe opinion that the 
Stewart River will-be the stream to re- 
ceive attention next. A number of men 
are ‘already there, and he thinks a 
stampede may follow. “There ts, how- 
ever, no question but that the El Do- 
rado and Bonanza creeks are marvel- 
ously rich, and during the time that he 
was at Dawson reports from the pros- 
pects on Hunker Creek indicated that 
it might be equal to the others. Many 
of the men who have made money ex- 
pect to come out on boats billed to 
leave there the first and second week 
in September, but unless the river 
rises so that the boats can get across 
the Yukon flats, there will be no means 
of getting them down the river. There 
are several hundred of these men. Ef- 
forts of the company now are being 
directed, not to getting in sufficient 
supplies, which is regarded as a hope- 
less task, but to getting empty boats 
up to Dawson in order to bring the 
miners out. 

“On the 15th of August,” said Rich- 
ardson, “I learned that the two com- 
panies had had a conference on the 
15th of the month, and estimated there 
were about 5500 people in the Klondyke 
district. A number of these had their 
supplies for the winter, having brought 
them over the trail. The larger num- 
ber were either entirely without out- 
fits, or only partially prepared for win- 
ter. he National Alaska Transporta- 
tion Company had 400 paid orders un- 
filled, and no provisions with which to 
fill them, having closed up their store 
entirely. The Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany had about 500 paid orders, one- 
third of which had been filled, and 
there was on hand enough to fill about 
fifty more orders. This constituted the 
visible supply at that date, excepting 
@bout 3500 sacks of flour at Circle City,

TACOMA ._ (Wash.,) Oct. 1.—The 
steamer North Fork arrived here to- 
night direct from St. Michaels with 
twenty-eight passengers and the fol- 
lowing letter from H. M. Morgan, As- 
sociated Press correspondent: — 

“DUTCH HARBOR, Sept 21.—The 
wreck of the schooner Hueneme, hav- 
ing on board the material for three 
river boats to be built at St. Michaels 
Island for service on the Yukon, has 
had the effect of changing the destina- 
tion of the steamer Portland, which had 
on board the material for another river 
steamer also for service on the Yukon. 

“P. Cc. Richardson of Seattle says 
there are at least 5500 people in Daw- 
son, the greater number living in tents, 
of which there are from 400 to 6500. 
Soon after he arrived there the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
Company closed their store, being out 
of provisions and unable to fill about 
400 paid orders. The Alaska Commer- 
cial Company was filling about .one- 
third of their paid orders with a bare 
chance of the Margaret, with 100 tons 
of provisions, and the Alice, with sev- 
enty-five tons, arriving before they 
would be compelled to close The Mar- 
garet ought to have arrived by August 
25, but it is almost impossible to get up 
the Yukon on account of the lack ot 
water.” 

NEW STEAMERS.

DEMOCRATIC ALLIANCE OF NEW 
YORK UNANIMOUS. 


Conference Committee Appointed to 
Rope in the True Believers—The 
Platform Reaflirms the Chicago 
Pronunciamento and Denounces 
Tammany.

“NEW YORK, Oct. 1. —At the city 
riomination convention of the Demo- 
cratic Alliande Of Gréater New York, 
Henry George was unanimously nomi- 
nated for Mayor. The nominating 
speech was made by Charles Francis 
Adams. The nomination was greeted 
with enthusiastic applause. .The plat- 
| form says: 

“We deemed it essential that the 
Democratic party of Greater New York 
should reaffirm the Chicago platform; 
pledge itself to the policy of municipal 
ownership, and operation of franchises 
and to the principles of direct employ- 
ment, instead of the contract system. 

“The action of the city convention 
of September 30 is clear to many. Tam- 
many and her allies hide away — the 
‘national banner of Democracy, and 
are ashamed to march under its folds. 
The Benedict Arnolds of last fall who 
deserted to*the enemy on the eve of 
battle are to be restored to places of 
the franchise- 
grabbers are to retain their clutch on 
the city public ways by Tammany’s aid 
and connivance. Thus Tammany and 
her allies separate themselves from the 
great Democratic party of the nation 
and must be looked upon solely as a 


local body of unprincipled spoils hunt-} 


ers. unfit to sit in the councils of the 
party whose doctrine they ignore, and 
whose honor they betray.”

FOREIGN CONSULAR OFFICERS. 
SIGN CERTIFICATES. 


Whereabouts of the Large Number

is Now Unknown,

DISTRIBUTES BLANKS. TO MEET 
THE COOLIES’ WANTS. 


Contest Over Mrs. Goodspeed’s Es- 
tate Settled—Negro Arrested for 
a Criminal Assault—Seal 
Branding Party. 


[ASSUCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—The al- 
leged Chinese merchants who were 
landed here from Macao on Wednes- 
day, on certificates signed by a Portu- 
guese official, have nearly all been lost 
track of by the authorities. 

Alexander Center, general manager 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com+- 
pany, does not deny that his corpora- 
tion is distributing what are known as 
blank Hongkong certificates. The com- 
pany intended, he said, to bid for all 
the business that came in its way. It 
had printed and sent to agents in China 
blanks in Chinese and English, as 
prescribed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment, to meet the case of merchants 
and students coming into this country 
for the first time. 

Collector Jackson says that he has 
more than once made representations 
to Washington as to the manner in 
which the Chinese restriction act is 
being evaded. 

‘-MERCHANTS AND STUDENTS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—About 
four hundred Chinese laborers have 
been landed in this city during the 
last five months, and have been given 
free entry in the guise of “merchants” 
and ‘“‘students.” They are now work. 
ing in the orchards in various parts of 
the State; in the salmon canneries on 
the Columbia, and in dozens of small 
Chinese industries of various kinds. 
Yesterday forty-one of them were al- 
lowed to pass through the custom- 
house, and an additional hundred went 
into quarantine on Wednesday night 
from the steamer Doric, and are ex- 
pected to be released today. 

These laborers have nearly all come 
‘in on certificates issued in Macao, a 
dependency of Portugal, and which, 
under an opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, délivered 
May 20, 1896, must be recognized as 
prima facie evidence of the right of 
their bearers to land. The opinion was 
in effect that the British Registrar- 
General at Hongkong, the Commis- 
sioner of Customs at Canton and the 
officer of any foreign country posses- 
sing dependencies in China should be 
recognized as competent to sign such 
documents. 

No identification at this. ort is called 
for, no previous regidence here is called’ 
for, and, in short, it seems as though 
a simple means has been found to 
successfully evade the Chinese restric- 
tion acts.

A Milton Teamster Thinks That He

M. Singer. Two of them, Ackerman 
and Amaloff, were wounded. 

Ackerman is at St. Luke’s Hospital 
with a bullet lodged immediately un- 
der the cuticle of his left breast. The 
seriousness Of his wound has not been 
definitely determined, but it is the be- 
lief of Dr. R. F. Grey, the resident 
physician of the hospital, that he will 
not die. 

The same bullet which cut a hole 
through Amaloff’s wrist, cut its: way 
nearly clean through the body of 
Ackerman. There is a possibility, Dr. 
Gray says, that instead of traversing 
a straight course, the bullet struck one 
of Ackerman’s ribs on the right side, 
deflected and passed around his body 
at the back, -until its force became 
spent an inch below the left nipple.

Exhibiting at Paris,

TRIFLING AFFAIR. 


How Guatemalan Consular Officers 
Regard the Rebellion, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 1.—Accord- 
ing to Consul-General Miguel Carrillo 
of this city, and Consul-General Dr. 
Joaquin Yela of New York, who :ir- 
rived on the San Blas, the reports of 
in Guatemala have been 
greatly exaggerated. Consul Carrillo 
Says: 

“The revolution in our country is 
confined entirely to San Marcos, 
Quezaltenanga and the port of Ocos. 
Port Ocos is a shipping place for the 
coffee crops, and has a population of 
about two hundred p2ople. The other 
places may have 6000 inhabitants, but 
that is doubtful.” 

Dr. Joaquin Yela, the Consul-Gen- 
eral in New York City from Guate- 
mala, says: “I am more than surprised 
at he interest taken by Americans in 
this little uprising. I can state offi- 
cially that the whole thing is over- 
drawn. The riot is confined to one or 
two insignificant ports, and that will 
be all controlled within four weeks.” 


BIG BATTLE EXPECTED.’

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—A_ special to 
the Herald from Guatemala, via Gal- 
veston, says: ‘The situation in Guate- 
mala is practically unchanged. The 
rebels are centered in Quezahenango, 
which city is now almost surrounded 
by 16,000 government troops, and a big 
battle is expected there. With the 
exception of the killing of Sefior Don 
Juan Aparicio, the big importer and 
exporter of Central America, with of- 
fices in London, Paris and New York, 
your correspondent has heard of no 
executions.

A DISINHERITED BROTHER. 


J. Bernard Prefers Serious

TULARE LAKE RESERVOIR. 
-A Big Enterprise in Which Los An- 
gweles Capital is Interested, 
[Lemoore (Kings County) Leader:] 


Much has ben said lately through 
the press concerning Tulare Lake as a 
reservoir to supply water to 1,000,000 
acres of land on the west side of Kings, 
Fresno and Merced counties. That the 
scheme is a big one goes witpout say- 
ing, but we are informed that C. D. 
Davis, civil engineer, who is at the 
head of the enterprise, has been suc- 
cessful in other large undeftakings, he 
being said to be the father of the 
Fresno Flume and Irrigation Company, 
which floats millions of feet of lumber 
from the top of the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains to the town of Clovis. 

One day this week a_ well-known 
electrician was in Lemoore on business, 
but whether his business was in con- 
nection with this scheme or not we are 
unable to say. However,’ we were in- 
formed that the scheme was much 
farther advanced than is generally sup- 
posed. When asked his opinion in re-. 
gard to the proposed irrigation scheme, 
he said much of the preliminary work 
had been completed, but considerable 
is yet to be done before work can be 
commenced. He said that Mr. Davis 
was correct in his plans; that. this is 
the only practicable way to irrigate 
the west side lands. _ 

The ‘most important question -in- 
volved would seem to be the equation 
between cost and income—a feature 
not to be overlooked. We suppose, 
however, that Mr. Davis has taken 
all these things into consideration, as 
the success of the scheme depends 
upon the amount of profit to be made 
on the capital invested. While a large 
sum of money will have to be spent, 
there is much to be gained should the 
Scheme prove a success. In the first 
place, a high levee will have to be 
built around Tulare Lake, and this 
levee will have to be riprapped, on the 
east and south sides at least, with 
rock or gravel on the inside to protect 
it from the waves. It is then proposed 
to build a canal 300 feet wide from the 
San Joaquin River to Tulare Lake to 
keep the lake, or reservoir, well filled 


with pure water. The west side irri- 


gating ditches are then to be built. 

The reservoir, as it is planned, will 
hold a two-years’ supply of water for 
1,000,000 acres of land, and be avail- 
able for use twelve months of each 
year. It is stated that about half this 
land can be irrigated by gravity from 
the reservoir when it is full. The water 
is to be pumped to the higher land 
i centrifugal pumps run by electric- 

We are also informed that an elec- 
trical company has agreed to put in 
an electric plant, at a certain point, 
and build a line of poles and wires to 
transmit the necessary power to the 
pump stations for $1 per acre. We 
asked if this doMar per acre meant the 
annual cost of pumping water, and 
were informed that it means the pur- 
chase price of the plant, poles, wires 
and dynamos; that when completed 
and turned over, with capacity to do 
the work, the annual cost of main- 
taining the plant would be nominal, 
as most of it is subject to but little. 
wear, and would last almost indefi- 
nitely when once built. 

We have reason to believe that some 
of Mr. Davis’s strength lies with cap- 
italists in Southern California. We are 
informed that one of the leading cap- 
italists of Los Angeles, C. M. Wells, 
and who, we understand, is a repre- 
sentative of several eastern capital« 
ists, visited Fresno on this same prop- 
Osition last May, and we understand 
this same party owns upward of 10,000 
acres at or near the point where Mr. 
Davis proposes to tap the lake. 

On Wednesday of this week Mr. 
Davis, accompanied by six assistants, 
started out for the lake, and will sur- 
vey the region thereabouts. Mr. Davis 
has been in communication with the 
Secretary of the Interior with a view 
of gaining official permission to use 
the waters of-the lake for irrigation, 
and it is believed that he has received 
satisfactory assurances such as to in- 
duce him to proceed with the survey 
now in progress. 


A ONE-TRACK RAILWAY. 


The First of Its Kind on the Ameri- 
can Continent. 


[San Francisco Call:] At the town of 
Caborca, in the Altar district of So- 
nora,- Mex., construction has been com- 
menced on what will be, when com- 
pleted, the first and only  one-rail 
tramway or railway in operation on the 
American continent. This novel railway 
will run from San Salinas to Caborca, a 
distance of twenty-five miles. 

The tramway is a French invention, 
owned by the Monorail Portatif a 
Niveau du Sol, or:Single-rail Portable 
Tramway Company of Paris. M. A. 
L. Caillett of Paris, who is one of the 
engineers of the company, is superin- 
tending the construction of the railway 
at Caborca. According to M. Caillett 
the single-rail railway was invented 
only about five years ago. He states 
that he never heard of it before then, 
or heard that anybody had tried ft but 
the French company for which he is 
engineer. | 

It is, M. Caillet says, very effective 
on long hauls through a mountainous 
country where the grade is irregular. 
The car can be operated at a very 
small cost, as one mule or a donkey can 
haul a load weighing five tons, provid- 
ing the road is fairly level. The track 
costs only $300 a mile, ties and all. 

A French mining company, Compa- 
nia Mina San Salinas de Altar, of which 
M. Lejeune, a well-known Parisian, is 
manager, is to operate the road that is 
at present being constructed in Sonora. 
This company has some very rich gold 
and salt mines at San Salinas in the 
Altar district, . while the offices and 
smelters of the company are located at 
Caborca, a distance of twenty-five 
miles from the town of San Salinas. 

The monorail tramway will be used in 
conveying gold ore from the mines to 
the smelter, and in transporting pas- 
sengers and provisions from Caborca 
to the mines. The car is to have a 
capacity of thirty tons per day accord- 
ing to the contract between the mining 


tract calls for the use of only one car. 
By putting on more cars a capacity of 
350 tons per day can be reached. 

“We have,” said M. Caillett, ‘“‘an- 
other order in Mexico in addition to the 
one we are now filling in the Altar dis- 
trict. We have not placed one of our 
tramways in the United States, but be- 
fore I leave for France I may try to 
introduce the monorail into some of the 
mining districts. It is not known in 
this country and the only notice it has 
ever received was a short one, which 
appeared not long since in a New York

California is a producer of many arti- 
cles of general use in those countries, 
and is capable of becoming the pro- 
ducer of many more. There ought to 
be a market there for a wide variety 
of articles manufactured in various 
parts of the State, and at prices that 
would justify an expansion of the in- 
dustry that produces them. 

Nearly the whole of the Mexican 
and South American trade is at this 
time in the hands of Europe, but the 
Eastern States have of late made some 
attempts to open a way for their goods 
to those markets, and have achieved 
considerable success. Enough has been 
attained, at any rate, to encourage fur- 
ther efforts and there will be a strong 
influence exerted to turn to this coun- 
try much of the southern trade that 
now goes to Great Britain, France or 
Germany. 

With that eastern movement Cali- 
fornia should join. ‘The enterprise of 
Los Angeles and San Diego is cer- 
tainly well timed. The voyage of the 
Albion will be watched with close in- 
terest. It may prove to be a new Ar- 
gosy and open tothe cities of the South 
a new field for commerce and golden 
enterprise.

They 
came, they saw, they overcame—after 
the manner of all true poetry which 
touches thé most human side of men 
and women. .. . The poem called 
“Banty Tim” is in our opinion the 
most heroic of Col. Hay’s ballads. 
‘The lines describe how Sergt. Tilman 
Joy, a Northern: veteran, explained to 
the white man’s committee of Spunky 
Point, Ill., @hat he was not going to 
have his negro friend, Tim, driven. out 
of the village: 

Why, blame your hearts, jest fear me!

It is the plain 
man’s very unmistakable way of say- 
ing, ‘“‘The people may be my governor, 
but not my tyrant.” 


The Prune in Commerce. 


{Iowa State Register:] The prune 
has long been a boarding-house joke, 
but they take it seriously in Califor- 
nia. It is estimated that $20,000,000 is 
invested in prune orchards and in 
prune-curing establishments, and that 
the output is 100,000 tons annually. 
Phe growing, gathering and drying of 
prunes is an interesting California 
spectacle. As soon as the fruit ripens, 
large sheets are spread under. the 
trees. The trees are then shaken vio- 
lently and the ripe fruit falls on the 
sheets. This is repeated on some trees 
for twenty days before all the fruit 
is gathered. The prunes are first 
washed in running water, then dipped 
into lye water to break the skins and 
then into hot water containing syrup. 
They are then spread on trays in the 
sun, three days sufficing to cure the 
fruit, after which they pass through 
a sweat-box and thence into storage 
for sale. The various processes give 
work to thousands of men, women and 
boys, and the prune industry alone 
begins to rival the gold industry of 
the State. 

There is a little tariff lesson in the 
prune industry. As short ago as 1887 
we imported from Europe 92,000,000 
pounds of prunes. That same _ year 
California produced less than 6,000,000 


pounds of the dried fruit. In 1892 


the California product had been in- 
creased to 42,000,000 pounds. And this 
‘year California is talking of producing 
200,000,000 pounds, which is almost 
twice the consumption of this country. 
We will be compelled to export prunes, 
or they will become a drug on the mar- 
ket. The working people of the large 
cities, according to the Los Angeles 
Times, are the largest consumers of the 
dried fruit, and now that the working 
men are all employed, the California 
grcewers hope to reap large benefits ac- 
cordingly. 


Fruit Notes. 


[Byron O. Clark, in California Cul- 
tivator:] Many of. our most valuable 
fruits have come to us from Japan, and 
a strange fact to which I have not 
yet found an exception and am almost 
ready to accept as a rule, is that all 
these Japanese fruits need to be picked 
and ripened from the tree or plant to 
develop their best qualities. 

The Leconte pear is a fairly good 
fruit, and so is the Keiffer Hybrid (a 
Japan cross) when properly picked and 
ripened. In. fact there is no pear, not 
even a Bartlett, that I enjoy as much 
as a well and properly ripened Keiffer, 
Instead of being the tough, flavoriess 
fruit that most people consider it to 
be, it is one of the juiciest and most 
luscious; the transformation resulting 
from knowing how to ripen it. 

The Simon plum (P. Simonii) is so 
bitter as to be unfit for food if al- 
lowed to remain on the tree to color 
and ripen, while if. picked before color- 
ing and covered with its white bloom, 
giving it quite the color of a greengage 
or other green colored pluins, and 
placed in a cool room, it will ripen to 
the deepest bright red color, the hand- 
somest of all plums, and become so 
fragrant as to scent a large room with 
a single specimen. It is the most lus- 
cious of all the plum family to eat 
from the hand and extra fine for can- 
ning. The Kelsey and all other Japan- 
ese plums with which I am acquainted 
require the same treatment to be at 
their best. 

The Japanese winter musk:nelon 
needs to be picked and ripened in a 
cool room to be at its best. The per- 
simmon the same. 

The Peen-to or flat peach is im>roved 
by picking while hard enough to separ- 
ate from its fruit stalk. If ripened on 
the tree the flavor is quite good, but 
better ripened in the house. It is im- 
possible to separate a ripened speci- 
men from the tree without breaking 
the skin, which, when ripe, will cling 
to the branch, leaving the peach torn 
at the stem end. 

We have enjoyed the Mountain Rose, 
a white peach introduced from the 
East a few years since, very much this 
season. It ripens ‘before Foster and 
early Crawford, and the quality is 
quite like the old and well known 
George IV. It is the best of its sea- 
son for family use, and the home or- 
chard is not complete without it. 

Another excellent peach for drying 
and canning is the Crawford seedling, 
very much like late Crawford, but bet- 
ter quality, does not split at the pit, 
good bearer and a very thrifty, vigor- 
ous tree. This peach should supersede 
the late Crawford. In all plantings it 
is so much better and is so much like 
the latter in appearance that it will 
pass for it. I would suggest it be 
called Crawford improved, as the name 
“seedling” attached to a fruit is mis- 
leading to many people. 

Garfield is another excellent peach 
and ripens about with the Foster, but 
is larger and of the best quality. 

Mr. Bonine of Lamanda Park, in- 
forms me he finds the Lovell to be a 
much better peach than Muir, being 
yellow to the pit and of finer flavor 
than the Muir, is symmetrical and the 
roundest peach known. The tree is a 
more thrifty grower than Muir and a 
good bearer.

Tendered a Reception by ~ Stanton 
Post, No. 55, G.A.R., Last Night, 
Bixby Hall, No. 610 South Spring 
street, probably never held a larger 
audience than the one which assembled 
therein last 1 night, u urawn thither by the 
reception tendered by Stanton Post, No, 
55, Grand Army of the Republic, to 
Bishop John P. Newman and the vet- 
erans of the Methodist Conference, 
many, being turned away unable. to 
obtain even standing room, Com- 
mander A. C. Shafer presided, and to 
the guests of the evening delivered a 
fervent address of welcome, compli- 
menting the muscular Christianity and 
patriotism of the Methodist clergymen 
who took an active part in the civil 
war, and concluded with glowing trib- 
utes to the memory of the many gen- 
erals whose pictures appeared upon: 

the walls of the hall. 

After the singing of ‘““‘When the Last 
Roll is Called,” by a selected choir, 
Comrade Rey. J. B. Holloway, president 
of the Veteran Association of the con- 
ference, responded. His remarks were 
replete with the more happy incidents 
of army life, bringing frequent ap- 
plause and laughter from the old vet- 
erans. He felt privileged to. speak for 
the body of men he represented as one 
of the twenty-one in the Methodist 
Conference who were mustered into the 
service and all honorably mustered out. 

Rev. J. H. Henry, after a humorous 
incident of army life sang, “We Drank 
from the Same Canteen,” and, upon re- 
ceiving an encore, sang, “Swing Low, 
Sweet Chariot.”’ 

Comrade Rev. A. B. Morrison deliv- 
ered an address commendatory of the 
patriotism of the Methodist ministers, 
stating that 30 per cent. of the Illinois 
conference, to which he belonged at the 
breaking out of the rebellion, were in 
the war, and related reminiscences of 
some of them.

ably absent, but Rev. Halloway made

After another song by Rev. Henry,

SEALING TO CONFINE 
GAS CAUSED THE TROUBLE. 


Persons Who Object to Bad Smelis 


May Keep Their Noses Away 
from the Open Ventilators 
Hereafter, 


The question as to what kind of sewer 
gas will cause the decomposition of 
solid masonry is receiving much atten- 
tion from the City Engineer's office. 

Ever since the disintegration of the 
cement work in certain portions of the 
big outfall sewer was reported several 
months ago, the matter has been the 
subject of earnest inquiry, but without 
success as to the real cause of the 
troub Means whereby to stop the 
waste have been adopted, but the true 
cause is as yet unknown. If the city 
would authorize a chemical analysis it 
might throw light on the subject 

The outfall sewer which conducts 
most of the city's sewage elther to the 
ocean or to some of the large tracts of 
land between here and the ocean where 
sewage is used for irrigation has a large 
number of manholes at various pointes 
along the line. ®tarting near Aaeri- 
eultural Park is a section of weed 
siphon the midde and lowest portion of 
which is constantly filled with sewage. 
This section is about three miles in 
length and runs to Hyde Park. He- 
yond Inglewood is another like section 
of wood pipe curving #o that ite middle 
portion is lower than tis*lower end. 
The middle portion of this section also 
is therefore constantly filled with sew- 


Between the two wood pipe sections 
the sewer hes several miles of masonry 
work, leading down to which there are

But it goes to prove that we 
have stopped the disintegration and 
softening by ventilation. As soon as 
my investigations are in shape it is my 
purpose to ask the Counct! to have an 
analysis made of the decomposed mor- 
tar and also of the sewage. 

“T have received numerous communi- 
cations from engineers and engineer- 
ing societies anxiously inquiring for 
more detailed information concerning 
the report which I made to the Council 
on this matter some two months ao, 
which report they got from the dally 
press. It is the firet instance on rec- 
ord, as far as other engineers and my- 
self are aware of, where brick and ce- 
ment have been damaged in this man- 
ner in a sewer. I may add that this is 
the firet insiance on record where an. 
attempt has been made to maintain a 
sewer with all the manholes and - 
tilating points hermetically 
There is no occasion for any public 
alarm, for no vitally serious damage 
has yet taken place, and there is fe 
reasonable prospect as far as I can see 
that any will take place in the future.” 

“How about the people along the 
line of the outfall sewer whose pro- 
testa caused the authorities to order 
these manholes seated up” 

“They will have to ect along the 
same as the people living within the 
city in front of whoee property the 
outfall sewer paeere The outfall 
passes along Jefferson street and Wee- 


ley avenue and there are bie betek 
sewers along other etreete carrying 
large volumes of feware The sewer 


on all these streets are ventilated 
through the manholes with perf rated 
covers. There ie no chanee for the gas 
to accumulate, as it in being all the 
time diffused into the surrounding at- 
re.

“In the. case at bar,’ Judge Allen 
concludes, “the plaintiff admits that 
the place where the contract was 
entered into was selected by him for 
the purpose of evading the laws of the 
State of California in relation to mar- 
riage, and yet he modestly prays a 
court of the same State whose laws he 
has sought to evade, by its solemn de- 
cree to join with him in giving force 
and effect to that attempt to evade the 
law. We do not understand that 
courts are organized to ald and abet 
either violations or evasions of the law,

ORPHANS’ HOMES. 


Where Homeless Chilauren are Cared 
for in Los Angeles. 
Inquiries have been made of late con- 
cerning the number of homes for or- 
phaned and abandoned children now 
epen in Los Angeles, and their loca- 
tion. The largest and oldest of these 
institutions ts the Los Angeles Or- 
phans’ Hiome, at the corner of Yale 
and Alpine streets. This home is now 
in its sixteenth year of existence, and 
is a large and well-conducted estah- 
Hehment. It is designed to shelter or- 
phans, half-orpheans and abandoned 
children. It is eesentially an industrial 
home, where children are trained in 
the rudiments of useful trades, and 
it is a temporary home. Permanent 
homes for full orphans are found as 
quickly as possible, and the surviving 
parent of each half-orphan is expected 
to give all the aid possible to its sup- 
port. The piace is public and non-sec- 

tarian. 

Another large inetituticn Is the Sis- 
ters’ Bchool and Asylum at Boyle 
Heights. This is, of course, a Roman 
Cathoiic eetablishment, and is excel- 
lentliy conducted upon the usual rules 
of such erphanages.

OPENING MEETING. 


LARGE GATHERING OF MEMBERS 
OF FRIDAY MORNING CLUB. 


President’s Address—Glances Back- 
‘ward and Forward—The Club’s 
Purpose and Responsibilities. 
Plan for a New Clubhouse. 


The Friday Morning Club assembly- 
room was filled with a large and inter- 
ested gathering of members at the first 
meeting of the season yesterday morn- 
as occupied by 
Mmes. J. F. Sartori, S. S. Salisbury, C. 
M. Severance and B. @. Whiting. 

The morning was devoted to an open- 
ing address, véry admirably writtem 
and charmingly, delivered, by the new 
president, Mrs. Sartori, followed by 
brief but unanimously favorable re- 
marks from various members regarding 
the proposed new clubhouse. a < 

After a few introductory remarks, the 
president said in part: “In determining 
our present position a glamce over the 
road by which we have come and a 
thought for the direction toward which 
it may trend is always necessary. 

“It is not so long ago that‘the Friday 
Morning Club was popularly supposed 
to be composed of women with particu- 
larly short hair and equally aggressive 
ideas, who, anxious for notoriety, had, 
determined to rid themselves of their 
duties and responsibilities as wives and 
mothers, and had banded themselves 
together for the purpose of inducing 
other women to do likewise. 

“It was supposed to contain two 
classes—the ‘strong-minded,’ with all 


the opprobrium usually attaching to 
that title, and the extremely weak- 
minded. 


“In short, the Friday Morning Club 
had to meet and overcome the same 
misconception and prejudice that most 
of these women’s clubs which were or- 
ganized on similar lines have faced. 

“Today I think we may safely con- 
gratulate ourselves upon occupying a 
very different position. ‘This fact has 
been especially impressed upon _ the 
board within the last few weeks, for it 
has had many gratifying proofs of the 
really enviable position in’ which our 
club stands—a position of influence and 
substantial power which Fustifies the 
highest hopes for our future advance- 
ment.and usefulness. 

“For thi8 change there are two rea- 
sons. First, foremost and aiways has 
been, the careful and dignified policy 
consistently followed by the club. It 
would hardly be possible to over-esti- 
mate the advantages we have derived, 
for we have thus built up for ourselves 
a strength and a character which will, 
unaided, tell tremendously for any pur- 
pose to which we may turn our hand. 

“The other and secondary reason for 
this change in our status is to be found 
in the greater consideration in which 
women’s clubs are held all over. the 
world.” 

Dwelling on the advantages to be de- 
rived from women’s clubs, the speaker 
said that it was not information so 
mueh as development that was sought 
—the development that comes from 
actual contact with varied individuali- 
ties and ideas. a 

“The average woman has little oppor- 
tunity for any vital association with 
her kind. Outside of her home, her ac- 
quaintance and her knowledge is usu- 
ally hedged by her church and what 
she considers her social position. On 
both planes she meets only those who 
are most like herself in belief, in tra- 
dition and in experience. 

“It is in that complicated organiza- 
tion which women are pleased to call 
‘a club’ that she finds the best means 
for deVelopment. on what is. distinctly 
her social side—social in the sense of 
sociological, or, ‘more broadly, human. 

“It is there she finds her true rela- 
tion to the world at large. In a club 
whose members are drawn from no 
one circle she learns to form and ex- 
press her own opinion clearly and cour- 
teously, and to Jisten calmly to opinions 
widely different from her own, valuing 
them because she recognizes that they 
are perhaps based on a widely different 
experience. She learns to consider her- 
self of value to the commonwealth, 
and, unconsciously, it may. be, is train- 
ing herself to take part in the civic life 
of the future, for that she should and 
will take such part is noNonger gain- 
said. Whether that part shall be an 
active &nd direct one, or whether she 
may not better attain the end desired 
by taking a more passive but no less 
influential role is yet to be deterniined. 
In any case she must be prepared to 
enter into larger and more impersonal 
interests,than she has heretofore done, 

“If this be true, the work of the wo- 
man’s club is of great import, even 
though it is often ill-directed and ill- 
advised, and the benefit to the State is 
somewhat as well as to the individual. 

“Ts it not of infinite value to the so- 
cial body that a half of its members 
which has formerly been a more or less 
inert mass, carried forward and onward 
chiefly by the impetus furnished by the 
half, should become itself a leavening 
power? May not these be the seeds 
that are germinating in this vague but 
constantly increasing club movement? 

“If, then, the purposes are great, the’ 
responsibilities are no less so. In every 
club we have an organized center, cap- 
able of creating a certain amount of 
public sesitiment, the great lever that 
moves the world. 

“How best to conserve and increase 
that power, when and where to exert 
it, that sums up the whole duty of your 
officers and your board of directors,

real. working power of the club, the 
board has made a tentative movement 
looking to the establishment of com- 
mittees that will arrange and carry 
out certain divisions of the programme. 
It is hoped in this way to bring a 
larger number of our members into 
active coéperation with the board. As 


merely tq use in other fields the idea 
that has been so successfully carried 
out in the Book Committee.”’ 

Stating the need fer larger and better 
accommodations, the speaker took up 


| the subject of the proposed clubhouse, 


explaining the plan by which it was to 
be built, and setting forth with evident 
pleasure the encouragement that the 
plan had received both within and 
without the club. 

Mrs. Margaret Collier Graham was 
then requested to read the plan for the 
organization of a woman’s clubhouse 
association, drawn up by. the committee 
of which she is a member. 

‘Many members of the Friday Morn- 
ing Club and their friends, after favor- 
able discussion, desire to present in a 
definite form a_ plan _ for acquiring 
premises specially adapted to the uses 
of that organization. Since all the 
members of the club might not wish 
to participate in such enterprise, it is 
preferable to adopt the plan frequently 
employed by the Masonic and other 
fraternal organizations of creating a 
separate building association, to be 
controlled, if possible, by the frater- 
nity, and yet financially distinct from 
it. Thus, it is believed feasible that 
control of a woman's clubhouse as- 
sociation may he retained by member- 
aa of the Friday Morning Club. 
While a majority of the stockholders 


in the building association should, if 
possible, be members of the Friday 
Morning Club, it will yet be advan- 


tageous to procure subscriptions from 
outsiders to whatever extent requisite 
to insure success. The plan contem- 
plated by the advocates of this build- 
ing enterprise is to procure a lot and 
to.erect improvements which in all es- 
sential details will meet the approbha- 
tion of a house committee, selected 
by the Friday Morning Club. That com- 
mittee will coGperate in respect of the 
plans, specifications, cost and other 
detail in such a manner as to enable 
the building association to come within 
acceptable terms of 
Friday Morning Club. The latter will, 
by means of lease, control the man- 
agement of the bulding, select tenants 
for such portions of ghe premises as 
may, be capable of sub-letting, and 
govern the renting of the main hall 
for social, musical, literary and other 
purpeses. Thus a certain fixed char, 
acter will be established for’ the 
premises, largely impressed at all 
times with the personality of the Fri- 
day Morning Club. The revenue re- 


ceived go largely toward paying 
the sums stipulated in the lease. 
~The eral method of attaining 
the abov ¥thod is as follows: 

“A subscription list. will be circu- 


lated among the members of the Fri- 
day Morning Club and others; if prac- 
ticable, there will. be retained’ among 
the members of the Friday Morning 
Club a majority of the shares sub- 
scribed. 

“The shares will be $20 each, the to- 
tal number of shares ‘not exceeding 
1000. The subscription. will become 
binding when at Ieast 375 shares are 
subscribeg, equal to a subscribed cap- 
ital stock of $7500.” . 

The committee includes Mrs. Gra- 
ham, Mrs. N. Bulla, Mrs. J. F. 
Sartofi and James H. Shankland. 

Osgood, Severance, Whiting, 
S.*S. Salisbury and others expressed 
their hearty indors¢ment of the plan.

His Trial Continued—A Reconcilia- 
tion Effected with His Wife.

They're 
all getting ready to run now, and if 
you don’t get onto them in five minutes 
they’ll every one get away from you!

conspicuous. In speaking of his remark- 
able energy, Gen. Porter remarked of 
Sheridan that he thought he had ex- 
posed himself in a manner hardly jus- 
tifiable on the part of a commander 
of such an important movement, Sher- 
idan’s reply gave what seems to be the 
true key to his uniform success on the 
field: “I have never in my life taken 
a command into battle,’ he said, “and 
had the slightest desire to come out 
alive unless I won.” 


AT AN EASTERN FAIR. 


Califernia Fruits Are Displayed and 
Make Favorable Impression, 

{Lowell Courier:] The closing day of 
the Middlesex North Fair opened as 
auspicious as could be desired, with 
a clear sky aid cool, bracing atniws- 
phere and a good attendance. In the 
exhibition hall the center of attraction 
was the fine display of California fruit 
which had been vexatiously delayed in 
transit. This was brought on by N. 
C. Carter, formerly of Lowell, but now 
a resident of Sierra Madre, Los Ange:es 
county, Cal. Mr. Carter’s house, "Car- 
terhia,”’ is situated on a slight cleva- 
tion overlooking his vineyards, about 
a third of a mile distant. The display 
arranged by Mr. Carter on a long la- 
ble reserved for the purpose, consisted 
of Muscatel, Tokay, Rose of Peru and 
Pesco grapes; lemons, peaches, French 
prunes and Kelsey plums. The ex- 
hibit, while largely from Mr. Carter's 
grounds, was supplemented by a few 


choice contributions from his neigh- | 


bors. The grapes, which in our cli- 
mate must be grown under glass, are 
raised in California in the open air, 
The bunches are of large size and 
handsome appearance, notwithstanding 
their long jaunt across. the country. 
The Rose of Peru and Pesco are wine 
grapes and sell at home for $15 a ton. 
The Tokay is the main shipping grape 
and is seen at fruit stands everywhere 
in the North. ‘The Muscatel, a light 
colored fruit, is the raisin grape, and 
is dried in the open air. The price of 
the grape is $20 a ton and it can be 
grown at a profit at 1 cent a pound, 

A part of the Tokays were contributed 
by W. 8. Andrews. The French prune 
looks like a New England plum and 
is never shipped East except in its 
dried state. .The Kelsey plum, a fine 
large fruit of excellent flavor, is, said 
Mr. Carter, destined to be the plum of 
the future. The Lemon Cling peaches 
were handsome specimens and were 
from the orchard of E. E, Valk of 
Alhambra, Cal., and Mrs. Valk sent a 
few jars of fruit preserved by a new 
process which retains all the flavor 
of the fresh fruit. Part of the Musca- 
tel grapes were from the vineyard of 
Dr. E. H. Packer of Lowell, who has 
twenty acres in Sierra Madre which 
he has never visited. Mr, Carter was 
plied with numerous questions by a 
constant audience, all of which were 
cheerfully answered. During Mr. Car- 
ter’s stay in the East, till October 20, 
he will give, in various places, stere- 
opticon views of California scenes and 
attractions.

HANGED BY HIS COMRADES. 


A Missouri Man’s Fate on His Way 
to the Kliondyke. 


[Seattle correspondence Chicago Inter 
Ocean:] Details have been received 
here of the lynching of William G. 
Martin, a young man from Missouri, at 
Lake Bennett.on September 3. Martin 
went in “light” and was in danger of 
Starvation. He had no sugar when he 
struck the camp on the lake,. and later 
it was discovered that he had obtained: 
some, His pack was searched and a 
side of bacon containing the private 
mark of some other Klondyker was 
found. He had tried to buy provisions 
without success. The miners held a 
meeting around a camp fire and unani- 
mously voted to make an example of 
Martin. The young fellow was awak- 
ened and told that his time had come, 
A slip knot had been made at the end 
of the long painter of a boat and the 
noose was put over Martin's head. 

“Boys,” said Martin, with faltering 
voice, ‘you know how it is when a man 


has mortgaged his all, starts for Klon- | 


dyke and sees that he can’t get there. 
If I am not hung my life is not worth 
much to me anyhow. I've got a thou- 
sand pounds of stuff at Skaguay, and 
I'll promise on my life to carry it in 
here for you.” 

“Enough of that. It would not save 
you if the stuff were here.” 

Martin half ran and was half dragged 
down to the shore of the lake. It took 
less than a minute to lash two slender 
pines dressed for masts in a forked up- 
right and drop another mast from a 
rock on the bluff over between the 
forks. 

“May I write a message, boys?’ 
asked Martin. 

“Be quick about it,” was the answer. 

Martin took a letter from his pocket 
and kissed it. Then he _ tore it up, 
stooped, pulled off his rubber boots 
and, placing the paper on the sole of 
one, wrote in the darkness the follow- 
ing: 

“Hoping that with the money I 
might make in the Klondyke sacrifice 
would go out the door and love return 
through the window, I left you. Kiss 
Ted, but never tell him.—Gid.” 

He held the note out to’ the crowd, 
saying: ‘Give this to the newspapers.”’

COMMERCIAL. 

BEET SUGAR. That was an impor- 
tant statement recently made by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wilson, after his 
return from a trip through the coun- 
try, to the effect that within ten years 
this country will be exporting sugar. 
This means that we shall first have to 
produce sugar to the value of over 
$100,000,000 a year, that is now’ im- 
ported, before we can have a surplu 
for export. 

The Secretary believes thatthe beet- 
sugar business will be immensely profit- 
able in all the States, from the Gulf 
of Mexico north to the Canadian bor- 
der. It is true that the sugar-beet 
may be raised throughout the greater 
part of the United States, but whether 
it may be profitably raised on a large 
‘scale is another question. Certainly, 
there is a great difference between va- 
rious sections, when it comes to the 
quality of the beets produced, and the 
length of the season in which they 
may be grown. Orange trees may be 
grown in every county of California, 
but it is well known that the section 
in which orange culture is profitable 
is very limited. : 

When it comes to the raising of beets 
with a big per centage of sugar, and 
a long season in which to grow them, 
no section of the United States 
compare with Southern California. 
When the United States shall be pro- 
ducing beet-sugar to the value of $190,- 
000,000 a year, it will be found that a 
large proportion of this saccharine 
wealth will come from seven 
counties of Southern California. 


RUSTRALIAN ORANGES. It ap- 
pears that Australia has not given up 
the intention of shipping oranges to 
England, as was reported in some 
quarters. Recent arrivals of Austral- 
ian oranges in London were well-timed. 
Boxes containing from 130 to 150 or- 
anges sold at from $3.50 to $4 each. 
The oranges are reported to be well- 
colored. and of fine flavor. They 
reached the destination in good condi- 
tion, The oranges referred to are navy- 
els, and a, London: journal states that 
they were equal toany of the California 
navels. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

BOGUS CALIFORNIA. BRANDY. 
One good result of the agitation car- 
Tied on in the’ press of California 
against the recent shipment of bogus 
brandy from San Francisco to London 
has been the issuing of a new circular 
of instructions to collectors and other 
government officers. It provides that 
operators of bonded warehouses shall 
file a list of all articles they intend 


manufacturing, with the names and 
quantities of the ingredients. Goods 
manufactured for export must be 


marked in strict accordance with the 
formulae. and with the trade name of 
the goods, and shall bear ‘no other 
designation than those stated. No 
mark or designation of a fraudulent. 
misleading or deceptive character shall 
be allowed. 

This is good so far as it goes, but 
it does not go far enough. As _ the 
California Fruit Grower pertinently re- 
marks: 

“Regarding brandy and wines. in 
bond, these regulations, if enforced, 
will effectually protect the honest pro- 
ducers of the State. As an illustration 
—the barrels containing the bogus 
brandy referred to would, under these 
gules, have been marked as follows: 
‘California brandy; brandy one part, 
corn spirits seven parts, water four 
parts.’ It is not difficult to see that 
such a mixture, so branded, would 
have but a sorry chance of being 
marketed anywhere at a profit: The 
new government regulations may be 
expected to do good as far as they go, 
but do they go far enough? How 
about those products that will go into 
the vaults of the large wholesale liquor 
dealers and rectifiers? It looks as 
though the government was protecting 
the foreign consumer of California 
brandy and wines agains sophistica- 
tion, but doing little or nothing for 
the home consumer.” 


SANGABRIEL ELECTRIC POWER. 
‘An Azusa correspondent of the New 
York Electrical Review furnishes that 
journal with an account of the latest 
progress made with the various elec- 
tric enterprises on the San Gabriel 
River. The correspondment made a 
trip to the headwaters of the San 
Gabriel and. gives the following in- 
formation in regard to what he saw: 
“We find that the Crystal Lake 
Company, which takes up the waters 
shed from the mountains about Pine 
Flat, turns them into Crystal 
and thence by tunnels and pipes to 
power-house on Sycamore Flat, some 
nineteen miles from mouth of cafion, 
via North and Laguna forks, has 
completed surveys, built diverting 
dams and completed a wagon road to 
site of power-house. Their further 
plans have not yet been made public. 
“The Electric Pdwer Company of 
Los Angeles, successor to the San 
Bernardino Power Company, has com- 
pleted its surveys of pipe and tunnel 
lines, and is now locating a pole line 
down the river. One canal will start 
at the mouth of Fish Creek, twenty- 
five miles from mecuth of cafion as the 
river runs, pick up the waters of Iron 
Fork and the main river and deliver 
them through three mfles of ditch 
and pipe and two and a half miles 
of tunnel at the head of Suzanne 
Cafion. Coldwater and Cattle creeks 
will be delivered into the main canal 
by a three-mile lateral. The second 
canal will run from Bear Creek, by 
way of Sycamore Flat, in two miles 
of tunnel and six miles of pipe and 
canal to the same place at the head 
of Suzanne Cafion, where the waters 
will unite and drop through a steel 
pipe 1950 feet to the power-house, thir- 
teen miles from the mouth of the 
eafion. The drop here is 650 feet, and 
is expected to furnish 4000 horse-power., 
From here the waters are carried about 
three miles below and dropped 300 
feet, developing 300 horse-power. 
'“The Electric Power Company has 
~~ pold $500,000 worth of bonds with which 
to do this work, and has contracted 
to deliver one-half the power needed 
by the Los Angeles street railways by 
the ist of July next, which will neces- 
sitate the immediate beginning of the 
work. Bids will be asked for just as 
sog@n the specifications can be 
drawn from the surveys. This company 
has unlimited capital, both in its mem- 
bership and through personal connec- 
tions, and will make things move 
lively. The rights-of-way have been 
granted over the reservation, and the 
papers will be here in a few days. 
“The San Gabriel Power Company 
takes up the water where dropped by 
the Electric Potwer Company and con- 
ducts it to the mouth of the cafion, 
dropping it into the irrigating ditches. 
This company has 150 men employed 
on tunnel work alone, nearly all of

their many tunnels, the longest of 
which is 1600 feet, being worked from 
both ends, night and day, in eight- 
hour shifts. The California Construc- 
tion Company, which has the contract 
for the work, will complete it some 
time during the month of March next. 
“When these erfterprises are carried 
through, and everything looks favor- 
able now to their early completion, 
and with the Redlands Power Company’s 
plant in operation, what more reason- 
able to expect than that the entire so- 
called kite-shaped track from Los 
Angeles through Pasadena, Azusa, 
North Pomona, San Bernardino, Red- 
lands, Riverside, Santa Ana and to 
Los Angeles again, comprising 150 
miles of heavy steel track, be elec- 
trized? There has been more than 
one conference between the leading 
spirits of the power ccmpany and the 
Santa Fé officials on this subject.”

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The bulls made their 
first aggressive stand today for over two 
weeks, and after a heavy decline in the ear- 
lier part of the day, they came to the sup- 

rt of the market, checked the decline and 

rought the closing prices very generally 
above last night’s level. There was nothing 
in the news of the day that could be counted 
more favorable than that of the preceding day 
or two and a sharp stiffening in the rates 
for call money during the afternon might 
be called a distinctly unfavorable factor. 
But it had no effect in preventing the re- 
covery and the close at practically the high- 
est prices of the day.’ Either this was be- 
cause the 4-per-cent. rate which was asked 
was considered artificial and manipulative, or 
because confidence was felt that it would re- 
sult in the prompt importation of gold to 
relieve any probable stringency. A further 
lowering of % per cent. in the actual rates 
for demand sterling to 4.80%, encouraged this 
view and the probability of early engage- 
ments of gold for imports freely talked about 
today. The market was surprisingly irregu- 
lar, prices of some stocks moving up and 
down by wide jumps, apparently entirely 
independent of any general tendency in the 
market. In the early trading, the raids of 
the bears on special stocks in each group 
were sucessful in depressing the particular 
group and the whole list by sympathy. Soon 
afterwards, sustained buying on a large 
scale became evident and heavy covering 
movement by the bears followed. Buyin 
orders by the commission houses also ha 
added to the strength of the market, outside 
customers, who had sold short, joining in 
the covering movement. There was a marked 
change in the whole tone of the specula- 
tion, the market becoming dull whenever the 
bears succeeded in checking the advance, and 
showing a lively increase whenevex the course 
of prices turned upwards. The railroad earn- 
ings reported during the day® continued to 
increase. _A striking result of the recent 
sharp decline in the price of silver was 
shown in the August statement of the Mex- 
ican Central. While the gross earnings 
showed an increase of 166,388, the net earn- 
ings showed a decrease of $135,478. This was 
due, the officials explain, to increased expenses 
caused by the higher rates of exchange on 
the United States, in purchase of material 
and in other outlays. London was @ buyer 
today. Some of the stocks which showed 
weakness anrey in the day failed to recover 
entirely, but showed net gains as a rule, rul- 
ing from fractions to 2 per cent. or over.

Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow 
that the failures during the third quarter 
of 1897 obtained yesterday by telegraph were 
2903, with abilities of $28,963,261, of which 
twenty-nine were in banking for $3,385,0.9. 
Commercial failures, 2874, with liabilities of 
$25,576,192, average only $8899 each, lower 
than in any other quarter for twenty-three 
years. The amount of défaulted liabilities 
is. the smallest in any quarter for five years, 
and in fifteen years only six quarters have 
shown smaller liabilities. Manufacturing 
failures, 651, with liabilities of $9,431,191, av- 
erage $14,485 each, and trading, 2164, with 
liaiblities of $12,825,065, average but $6925 
each, both smaller in liabilities-average than 
in any previous years of which classified 
records exist. The volume of legitimate busi- 
ness continues a little larger than in the 
same month of 1892, for which the great in- 
crease of 27.4 per cent. at New York for the 
week might be supposed to. be due to specu- 
lative activity in spite of the establishment 
and growth of stock exchange clearing house, 
yet payments through the principal clearing- 


‘| houses otitside of New York exceeded those 


of 1892 by 3. per cent. for the week and 2 
per cent for September. New York makes 
settlements for a large part of the country 
and the daily average including this city 
was in September $206,364,000 against $134,- 

; in 1895, against $133,310,000 in 194; 
$122,833,000 in 1893, and $176,327,000 in 1892, 
so that the gain for the same month in the 
best of the past years is 17 per cent. The 
evidences of reviving prosperity are the 
more important because prices for most man- 
ufacture roducts have advanced but mod- 
erately and are below the level of 1892, while 
speculative markets are all declining with 
curious unanimity, as if the large crops 
which make grain and coton weak would not 
assume increased business to railways. ‘and 
warrant better prices for stocks. Specula- 
tion in wheat and cotton has been set back 
by bright crop prospects. The wheat esti- 
mates of 590,000,000 bushels is about 200,000,- 
000 bushels more than would be required for 
food and seed, leaving the smallest stocks for 
six years without replenishment, was fol- 
lowed by decrease in foreign buying and 
caused weakness. Yet western receipts for 
four weeks were 27,825,554 bushels against 
24,094,044 bushels for the same weeks last 
year, and Atlantic exports, flour included, 
are 16,325,118 bushels, against 8,176,364 bush- 
els last year, while Pacific shipments are 
also very heavy and corn exports continue 
over 7 per cent. more than last year. The 
price of wheat has declined 5 cents and corn 
nearly 2° cénts for the 
ports have been frequent, but the market 
shows more faith in predictions of a large 
yield and the percentage has declined a quar- 
ter of a cent for the week. Turning from a 
speculative market to a productive industry, 
the change in tone is striking. All indus- 
tries are pushed to increase working force 
with occasional rise in rate of wages by the 
growing demand. This is largely for the re- 
plenishment of stocks, but dispatches show 
that the retail trade at nearly all northern 
points continues to expand and dealers well 
know that increase of working force and of 
wages insures a larger distribution of goods. 


Numerous appeals for the speedy deliveries | 


of goods’ disclose more rapid distribution, 
and in the textile factories the works are 
prevented from taking as liberal orders as 
they might on account of doubts of ability 
to fill. In woolen goods the advance in 
prices has been small compared with the 
rise in wool, which is helped by stronger 
prices at London. The dealings mainly spec- 
ulative, have amounted to 66,501,100 pounds 
in four weeks, 48,572,200 being domestic, but 
recent sales of very large lots suggest that 
profit-taking may have begun. Slower to 
gain, because less affected by replenishment 
of dealers’ stocks than other industries, the 
iron manufacture has been pushed to fur- 
ther expansion by growing demand for fin- 
ished products, which has caused a little 
further advance in prices, while pig iron is 
also higher, 25 cents for Bessemer at Pitts- 
burgh with purchases of 30,000 tons by one 
concern. The average advance in all iron 
and steel prices, 9.9 per cent. from the low- 
est, is still restricted by addition of many 
furnaces and other works of those in op- 
eration. Failures for the week have been 194 
in the United States against 299 last year, 
and 34 in Canada, against 46 last year.

Arguments in the Milner Habeas 
Corpus Case. 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 1.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Friday morning in Judge Noyes's 
court was devoted to the hearing of argu- 
ments in the habeas corpus proceedings in 
the case of J. F. Milner, charged with the 
killing of 8. J. Darrah. 

Milner was represented by John G. North, 
Esq., who made a masterly presentation of 
his client’s case. Mr. North spoke for nearly 
two hours, during which time he critically 
reviewed the testimony taken at the coroner's 
inquest and at the preliminary hearing, which 
has been previously outlined in these col- 
umns. Mr. North's arguments went to show 
that the testimony does not prove that the 
crime specified, nod that any public offense, 
has been committed by the prisoner, who, 
he alleged, acted in self-defense. He further 
contended that the Banning Justice ex- 
ceeded his authority in committing Milner 
to jail without bail. The prosecution was 
represented by Dist.-Atty. Gill and R. E. 
Bledsoe, Esq., of San Bernardino, each of 
whom argued on the other side of the case. 

Mr. North said this proceeding was not 
an attempt to prevent a trial of the case by 
jury, but was strictly a habeas corpus pro- 
ceeding. The hearing was continued until 
Saturday morning at 10 o'clock.
